—“But, because of our many for­ 
ward positions, for us an interme­ 
diate range missile (1,500 miles) 
is for some purposes as good as an 
intercontinental one.”

Sputnik ll May 


Have Separated 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (LE) — Sci­ 
entists 
said 
today 
dog carrying 
Sputnik ll may have separated in 
to two parts. 
Dr. John S. Rinehart, assistant 
director of Smithsonian Astro-phys­ 
ical Observatory, said he saw two 
objects in about the same traject­ 
ory IO or 15 seconds apart at 4:23 
a. rn. c.s.t. today. 
Dr. J. Allen Hynek, an associ­ 
ate director of the observatory, 
said Rinehart’s observation seems 
to be “competent evidence 
that 
Sputnik II had separated in two 
parts.” 
Rinehart said he “was certain” 
that the second object was not a jet 
or a meteor. 
But he said the sighting of the 
two objects does not necessarily 
mean there has been a separation 
of Sputnik ll because “both ob­ 
jects may have been there since 
launching.” 
Scientists have speculated 
for 
several days whether Sputnik II 
was separating or splitting 
up. 
Their speculation was touched oft 
by unusual radio signals from out 
cr space. 
Meanwhile, Dr. Fred L. \\ hippie, 
observatory director, said Russian 
astronomers have exchanged data 
on their satellite:- with U. S. scien 
lists. 
W’hippie said he had received 
“direct from the astronomical coun 
oil in Moscow" two messages with 
in the last 48 hours, containing in 
formation on the orbit of Sputnik 
II.
